BACKGBOUND

The easyPunch STARlet would greatly expedite the DNA analysis of both convicted offender
and arestee sartrples that are part of the DNA database hit confirrnation process. This will allow
investigative leads associated with DNA database hits to be promptly reported to the

investigating agency.

The easyPunch STARlet is a fully automated integrated punching and liquid handling system.

This robot requires minimat human intervention and will allow for the rapid processing of both
arrestee and convicted offender samples during the DNA database hit confirrnation process.

Two quotes for a fuIly automated integrated punching and liquid handling system were obtained.

The first quote was from Life Technologies that is part of Themrofisher Scientific for
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$188,222.08. Hamilton Robotics provided a quote for a "close out" unit totaling $76,838.48
which also includos a one year extended warranty. A new instrument from Hamilton Robotics
would cost $155,542 including the one year extended warranty. The Forensic Science Division
has performed some testing of this "close ouf' unit to conf,rm that it is working as expected.

Hamilton Robotics is a local company which will be advantageous for instrument maintenance
and repair. Hamilton Robotics will also provide 8 hours of training to the entire DNA section for
no additional cost.
